He lives in HAMBURG. Poimerly, he was the head ot 
the foreign section of the ANTI-KOMINTESN. In April 1947, 
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Baron Georg WRANGEL traveled throughout the US zone in 
order to contact representatives of anti-Soviet migrant 
groups. From statements he made when visiting a amber 
of this 'operation end from his intention to go to Switzer- 
land in order to contact members of the "PEC DBO" organi- 
zation, it can be assuned that he operates for the BIS* * 
Probably, Baron WHANG EL is connected with the BIS through 
some other persons, including BENDIEOVSCI who lives in . 
HAMBURG and was a former consul of Hetman SSOR0PADSKI *

On 30 April 1947, a report to the BIS concerning the Polish 
seourity system which is directed by the Soviet UGB was 
seen by people of this operation* This report made it evi- 
dent that there are connections of anti-Soviet groups of 
Polish emigrants within the US zone - mostly NSZ groups - 
to the British Intelligence Service. This report was for- 
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directives of the BIS. 



The Polish Major Mykola KOSLOVSCL, living in R29GENS- 
BUfiG, maintains a widespread intelligence net within the 
US zone by order of the BIS. It has numerous connections 
to Poland* Once a month he travel a to PARIS and BBUSS&S. 



It is also reported that the BIS Is connected with 
Major ALEXANDER who is working for CIC* Formerly, this 
major was the officer in charge of the 2nd section of the 
2nd ANDERS Division* ALEXANDER la also connected with the . 
anti-Soviet organization, known as *APO 170*.

(e) Several reports indicate that the BI8 greatly infl uences 
the initial organization of the guard and construction 
companies which is made by. US authorities* Polish offi-* 

ential persons and to be connected wlt)t the BIS. It is 
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alleged that almost exclusively emigrants from World War I 
Yfho had been taken over from the PSTLJURA imy into the 
Polish Army are appointed representatives of the Ukrainians. 
The establishment of too many Poles in influential posi- 
tions evoked the discontent of Baltic, Belorussian, end 
Ukrainian EP circles. 

Apparently also several connections exist from the ' 
initially organized Polish guard units to the BIS through 
iiajor MKOBA SOSLOTSKI in fiXGENSBUKG. 



2„ Attempts of Recruiting 

(a) In theaoring and simmer of 1946, en emissary of the BIS 
from the British zone tried to recruit a fallow-? cou ntry — 
man who Is en agent of this operation* and lives in EEC— 
DEL35RG. After this agent had refused, it was observed 
that he was watched by the BIS. 

(b) A British major wearing civilian clothes tried to reorult 
an agent of this operation wha lives in STUTTGART. 

(o) It was reported that two agents of a known emigrant orga- 
nization J.nJEECTTBiSTXIN are traveling throughout the US 
zone in order to recruit agents for the BIS among the emi- 
grant groups* Apparently the Russian emigrant 1 ISTOMIN ia^ 
one of these recruiting agents* 
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
